A Blind Senator. 

A man totally blind would hardly 
seem adapted for modern political life, 
yet one so afflicted has fought through 
three exciting campaigns and has re- 
cently been elected United States Sen 
ator from Oklahoma. The blindness 
of Thomas Pryor Gore was caused by 
two painful accidents. At eight a 
boy playmate injured his left eye with 
a stone ; three years later he shot a toy 
arrow into the other. When his father 
suggested his attending a school for 
the blind he declared “I will go to 
school here. A school tor the blind 
will furnish niether the books nor the 
opportunity 1 seek.” Events justified 
his choice, says the April Delineator: 
he gained the highest honors there and 
at law school and college. At nine- 
teen he was nominee for the Legisla- 
ture; at twenty-two, populistic dele- 
gate-at-large in Missi=sippi and was 
unanimously elected in 1S00 as Con- 
gressional standard-bearer for the 
same party in Texas. He owes his 
success to his power as an orator. 
His career in the Senate will be worth 
watching.

direction they went. It is not known 
whether it was a part of this hand 
who went to Hedges home or whether 
it was another and different band 
that did the killing. 

Several persons who live in the west- 
ern part of Niche 1 is received warnings 
not to attempt to grow a crop. The 
band, dr part of it, passed ba^k through 
Carlisle at 1 o'clock. If the men that 
did the killing were a part of the band 
that passed through early in the night 
they must have ‘divided after passing 
through the city and gone in different 
directions. No effort has yrt been 
made to apprehend the parties, as the 
officials are without a clew to work on. 

No one even knows which direction 
the riders took after the killing. With 
the exception of this one shot, no firing 
was done except along the road return- 
ing from where the man was killed. 
The band did not attepmt to molest 
any person as they passed through 
Carlisle and were not doing any talk- 
ing. Several persons saw them as 
they rode through, but no one recogniz- 
ed any of them, although it was a 
moonlight night. Several farmers 
were called out of bed and asked if the 
intended raising tobacco, and giving 
the answer “No” were not molested. 
More trouble is expected. 



Additional Stock and Crop Notes 

—Mules continue in strong demand j 
with active sales prevailing. 

—Dealers are paiyng more for hemp 
than at any time in twenty years. The 
price being paid is $7 per 100 pounds. 

—Fruit growers report the recent 
freeze as having done no damage to 
the crop, and it is believed the yield 
this year will be large both of small 
and orchard fruits. 

— Thos. Henry Clay, Sr., & Sons 
nave sold to J. D. Marshall of Avon, 
their entire season’s produce of lambs 
for August delivery at 6£ cents per 
pound. The Messrs. Clay will have a 
bunch estimated at 1,800 head. 

—Hemp breaks are in operation in 
every hemp field in the county, 



Hiram Hedges Shot Down by 
Night Riders on His Doorstep.. 

Although he agreed to forego his 
right to raise a crop of tobacco and 
promised to dig up his plant bed, 
Hiram Hedges, a farmer living near 
Carlisle, was brutally murdered on the 
porch of his residence by a body of 
night riders. The murder is the first 
that has been committed by the lawless 
bands that for months have been ter- 
rorizing the farming ‘districts of the 
State and marks the first outbreak in 
Nicholas county. 

But one shot was filed a member of 
the band pulling the trigger of his 
shotgun as Mr. Hedges turned to re- 
enter his house after giving his word 
to abandon his intention of planting 
tobacco. 

But few of the night riders were 
masked, and all were heavily armed 
with shotguns. Hedges was awakened 
about I o’clock Saturday morning, by 
rocks being thrown against bis door 
and persons calling nim to come out. 
He got up and went to the door in h s 
night ciothes. He was told to come 
out. that they had some medicine for 
him, and they demanded that he dress 
and come with them to nig up his 
tobacco bed. He at first refused to go, 
but finally told them he would dig it 
up if they would wait until morning, 
.-ifter saying this he started to go back 
into the house when he was fired upon 
with a shotgun by one of the crowd. 

The entire load entered the abdomen 
and he sank in the doorway and died in 
about tqp minutes. After doing the 
shooting three of the riders went into 
the house and looked at him. Hedges 
ieaves a wife and seven children, who 
were in the house at the time of the 
killing. He had often avowed his in- 
tention cf raising tobacco this year and 
had sowed his beds in preparation for 
doing so. 

The people of Nicholas county are 
dazed and horror-stricken over the 
tragedy, and nothing else is talked of. 
None of the riders were recognized. 
Tne Coroner went In the scene of the 
killing Saturday morning and held an 
inquest. *but nothing was brought out 
m throw any lighten the identity of 
the perpetrators of the crime. 

A band of about fifty night riders 
passed through Carlisle Friday night 
coming from toward the eastern part 
of the county and going in a westerly 
direction. They cut all telephone 
wires leading out of Carlisle in the
